City Displays Freeway Plans

The Whitehurst Freeway: 
“Tear It Down," ‘‘Blow It 
Up,” “Put It Underground." 
On March 29, 1989 at Francis 
Junior High School on.N Street, 
N.W. these remarks were 
echoed by many. At a presenta- 
tion by the District of Colum- 


| bia, the new look for this 1/2 


mile roadway was unveiled. 
This session was attended by 
about 100 people from Foggy 
Bottom, Georgetown, West 


. End, Palisades and other areas, 


including Maryland and 
Virgina. A surprise speaker was 
Mayor Marion Barry, Jr. 

The new look, a wider and 
straighter roadway with a small 
shoulder; new lighting on the 
roadway and below on K Street; 
standard globes on poles and 
mounted on columns clad in 
brick and cast stone. The struc- 
ture will be painted either a 


rose, olive or gray. On the east 
end, pedestrians walking will 
have an 8-foot wide sidewalk on 
the south side of K Street to 
enter lower Georgetown. The 
present ‘‘ramps to nowhere’’ 
will be removed; and landscap- 
ing has been planned. The 26th 
Street underpass will be enlarg- 
ed and better lighting installed. 
On the west end the direct 
ramp to Key Bridge will be 
removed. Three lanes of traffic 
will exit — right to turn on Key 
Bridge, middle for M Street or 
Canal Road, and left for Canal 
Road. Hopefully, it will take 18 
months for this project to be 
completed and it is to start in 
1990. During this period the 
Whitehurst Freeway will remain 

open but on a limited basis. 
There was little room for 
community input at this

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S&W Pawnshop Owner Dies 


William Gorewitz, owner of the 
S&W Pawnbrokers Exchange at 
2157 Pennsylvania Avenue, died 
in December of a heart ailment 
after elective surgery. 
Gorewitz had lived in 
Washington since 1922, grew up 
in northwest D.C., but was 
originally a New Yorker. When 
he first moved to D.C., he sold 
automobiles, but then he join- 
ed his father in the family 
brokerage in the 1940's. His 
father opened his first pawnshop 
at 20th and L Streets, then mov- 


ed to the location where the 


George Washington Hospital is 
now, and then across the street 
where the shop is still open for 
business. His sister, Sylvia 
Levin, and Gorewitz had 
operated this store for 47 years 
at the time of his death, and to 
the people around them he was 
known as the Mayor of the 
Block. 

In doing this story I spoke to 
Levin and she said that business 
has always been good to her 
brother and her with the excep- 
tion of when the underpass 
under Washington Circle went 
in about 20 years ago; and then 
they just sat and ‘‘starved’’ for 
two years looking at the bar- 
ricades. She lamented, ‘‘I’m so 
sorry that my brother died at 
this time and won’t see the 
changes to the block that are 
coming within a year or two. 


The last store in this block was 
sold just recently and the land 
will then hold an immense 
building for business, I suppose. 

**A pawnshop is a poor man’s 
bank," says Levin. ''When 
there was no check cashing on- 
the weekends, people would 
come in and leave something 
showing their ID and receive 
collateral, in a small cash loan." 

After a small collateral loan is 
made the object pawned is kept 
up to four months; then the 
owner is notified and has the 
fifth month to reclaim or relin- 
quish ownership to the shop the 
sixth month." Pawnshop 
business is also a retail business. 
‘*This particular shop does the 
largest retail business of trunks 
of any store in D.C. since most 
stores just don’t have the space 
to stock this many trunks,’’ex- 
plains Levin.

Mother’s Day will soon be 
upon us, so to celebrate the holi- 
day, I suggest you take a trip to 
the home of the **Mother of the 
American Red Cross.” 


Clara Barton was one of the 
most remarkable women of the 


19th century, and spent the last * 


15 years of her life at her house 
just a few miles down MacAr- 
thur Boulevard from Foggy Bot- 
tom, near Glen Echo Park. 


The Barton homestead is an 
eclectic mix of styles both inside 
and out. The house is a jumb- 
led creation with stone towers, 
a floating room, and hidden 
cupboards, and the grounds 
contain a wide variety of exotic 


plants planted by the owners 
who followed Clara. 

A tour of the house followed 
by a picnic on the grounds 
makes a perfect afternoon jaunt. 
Tours last about 30 minutes and 
run from 10 a.m. until 5 p.m. 


— seven days a week. On the first 


weekend in June, a special Red 
Cross relief camp, like one Clara 
might have run, will be set up 
on the grounds for visitors. For 
more information and to find 
out when the house will not be 
busy, call 492-6245. I was very 
lucky to arrive on a slow day, 
and got an extended tour with 
staff curator Joe Burns. 

Clara Barton lived a great part 


of her life in Washington, but. 


was born and raised in North 
Oxford, Massachusetts. She 
taught school for a time before 
going to work as a clerk at the 
Patent Office. 

During this time, as through 
all her life, Clara found ways to 
make money, even in an era 
where few women were involv- 
ed in business. She made a bun- 


, dle of money on a gold mine and 


investing in the Union Pacific 


- Railroad. Clara used the funds 


to support herself, and plowed 
much of them back into her 
philanthropic pursuits. 

The Civil War first exposed 


. Clara to the need for wartime

As she became interested in 
the need for relief for American 
soldiers, a young Swiss banker 
in Europe was working to estab- 
lish a battlefield organization in 
Europe. His organization even- 
tually became the International 
Red Cross. 

She discovered the existence 
of the International Red Cross 
when she suffered a nervous 
breakdown and traveled to Eur- 
ope. She thought it was a great 
idea . . . but it took her ten years 
of hard work to get the U.S. 


Senate to ratify the Treaty of 


Geneva that set up the American 
Red Cross. 

As president of the new orga- 
nization, Clara headed relief ef- 
forts for more than 18 disasters. 
Perhaps her greatest contribu- 
tion to the future of the Red 
Cross came when she dispatched 
supplies and manpower to aid in 
the Johnstown flood of 1889. 
The flood effort was the first 
time the Red Cross had been 
used in a peacetime tragedy.

She didn't let that criticism 
stop her from doing good 
works. Even in her retirement, 
she organized the National First 
Aid Association of America to 
train every citizen to be aware of 
emergency procedures. 

Clara died April 12, 1912 at 
the house in Glen Echo, oddly 
enough a house she never really 
intended to live in. 


In the 1880's developers, try- 
ing to sell property in the area, 
offered the now-famous Clara 
Barton one half-acre of land and 
a free house if they could adver- 
tise she had a house there. 

She apparently figured it- 
sounded like a good deal. She 
did not, however, live there un- 
til much later. At the time, the 
trip from downtown Washing- 
ton to Glen Echo took about 
four hours over very bumpy 
roads.

So, initially, Clara used the 
house to store Red Cross sup- 
plies. However, always a frugal 
woman (she used to save good 
sleeves and skirts off worn 
dresses and add them onto other 
outfits) she modified the house, 
adding living quarters and office 
space in 1897. 

One of the changes she made 
was to take off the stone facade. 
(While you're there, ask the 
guide why Clara left the two 
stone towers on either side of the 
house.) 

Once inside, you'll notice the 
house is far from your typical 
home. It is built in a hotel 
design, so Clara could have 
several people visit with her at 
a time. 

The first floor contains the 
communal rooms, along with a 
National Park Service book- 
store. As you walk down the 
main hall, look closely at the 
paneling. It's hard to tell, but 
the paneling is really a series of 
doors, hidifig deep closets for 
Red Cross supplies. (An in- 
teresting historical note: the 
curator told me closets were 
rarely built in homes of that 
period, in part because tax 
assessors considered closets 
rooms, and thereby charged 
higher taxes.) You'll probably 
notice in the hall with the closets 
that the ceiling is covered with 
muslin. That was common in 
those days; ask your guide why. 

The second floor mainly con- 
sists of bedrooms, including 
Clara's. In her room is also an 
office. By all accounts, Clara 
was a workaholic, and drove 
herself so hard; she was often in 
poor health. :

At least two intriguing ar- 
tifacts are hanging on the walls 
of the second floor. One is a pic- 
ture near Clara's bedroom of her 
with a class of nursing school 
graduates. Because of her 
achievements, Clara was in con- 
stant demand for speeches. She 
charged about $300 per speech, 
which is equivalent to about 
$10,000 today. Clara, so I'm 
told, made sure the group re- 
ceived their money's worth, 
often giving energetic, five-hour 
long speeches. 

Before you leave the second 
floor, ask to have the guide 
show you the framed piece of 


hair art. The curator says as far - 


as he knows the piece came to 
the house after Clara died, but 
it's still worth a look. Since 
photographs at that time were 
expensive and hard to come by, 
women often had locks of their 
hair woven into patterns as a 
piece of memorabilia. 

Further up on the third floor 
is storage space and a mysterious 
**flying room.” The room is a 
mystery because researchers 
can't determine what holds it up 
or what it was used for. See if 
you can figure it out. 

As you can easily tell, I thor- 
oughly enjoyed my visit to Clara 
Barton's home, and I think you 
will too. Keep Clara's house in 
mind when you have just a few 
hours to get ‘‘Beyond the Bot- 
tom.” |
